FRESHETS. 


IN THE DELAWARE. 
Dispatch to the New York Tunes. 

Port Jervis, N. I., Feb. 28.—Although the 
water from the flood of yesterday has receded 
somewhat, a large part of the lower part of this 
place is yet under water, and families are remov- 
ing trom houses in all directions. Over 100 
houses were flooded, and the families driven out. 
Tue water reached the basement of the Delaware 
Honse, two biocks from the river, before 
it commeéenpeed falling, abd the 4 
was surroun A scream 2 feet deep fan 
swiftly through King street, crossing Pike 
street below the railroad, The danger for the 
time is over, but that the place is yet to zee the 
worst effects of the ice-jam is the universal 
opinion, The ice that covered the river fiom 
here to Lackawaxen, 20 miles up the river, is 
gorged in the channel from 8 miles above this 
place to a mile below. The ice is 30 feet high in 
places, and 700 feet wide. It is wedged against the 


bottom of the river. Below here the river is an un- 


broken body of ice for 40 miles, abd there 1s no 
possible way for the immense mass to move off 
until the river is raised by a freshet at least 3 
fest. A freshet large enough to move this vant 
field will bring down the river the miles of ice 
that are * at different de ny opty a @od 
sweep everything iu exposed nem 6 & portion 
of 2 before it. The splendid new $50,000 wire 
Suspension bridge across the river here is 
doomed, even if the worat fears of the populace 
aré not realized. 
At Halbert Ben 
that was between point and Mount Hope, 2 
miles, is Forged in a huge mound from 95 to 50 
feet high, and 500 fest wide. From Ten-Mile 
River up 2 miles the river is full from bank 
to bank, 30 feet thick. Is 
Falls the ice that was jammed in has thrown the 
water back over the flate for 7 miles, inundating 
portions of Cocheston and Calliepon. There are 
several gorges above these points, and the greai- 
est anzlety prevails among those hving along the 
river as to the result when the high water oomes.

The situation is terrible. The river is running 
24 feet above high-water mark, Not only hun- 
dreds, but thousands of people are moving out 
of their homes. 

Words cannot describe the scene, por can 
words portray the fear aud agony of the inhab- 
itante.

LAND IN THE SOUTH. 


To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, Feb. 26.—In your issue of the 18th 
inst. there appeared an editorial article headed 
Land in the South,” which must have been 
written without actual knowledge of the condi- 
tion of the landed affairs in many of the South- 
ern States. I have resided several years in 
Southern States, and can speak from actual 
knowledge as to the disposition ef the land- 
owners. 5 

First, we all agree with you that it ie for the 
good ef our country that these large tracts 
owned by individuals should be divided into 
atffeli farms and occupied by fresbolders.“ 
For the lest five years, this feeling has grown so 
strong that it would be difficult to finda thon- 
sand meu in the entire South who will not ad- 
vooate it most heattily. Before the War wé had 
a landed and slave aristocracy; and a man's 
“standing” was then rated by the sum- 
ber of negrocs and thousands of res 
for which he could show title-deeds. 
Bat the extinction of Slavery destroyed 
both elements of our aristocracy; for, at the 
close of the War, all those large planters were 
bankrupt. Their large plantations were sold, 
and millions of acres were forfeited to the State 
for taxes. Again, the only thing the people of 
that section saved from total wreck was land. 
All the rest of their property was swallowed in 
the vortex of War; and, While we find large 
tracts owned by individuals, it is comparatively 
worthless to them. As you justly say, it pro- 
duces nothing but taxes. 

But now I come to your error. There is a uni- 
versal desire to sell their lands, and at very low 
figuers. r Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas, there is scarcely a planta- 
tion that is not for sale. The result ia, that land 
that would be worth in Illinois from $30 to 8100 

acre can be bought in the South for fram $5 
€20. And they ate not particular as to the 
coler of the buyers, if they can get even a small 
yment down, and they will give easy terms. 
nly they want buyers. have ip my handsover 
two hundred plantations, whose owners would be 
glad to cut them up into 40 or 80-acre tracts and 
sei] them to an who will buy and pay for 


them. 

The difficulty is not with the land-ownert. but 
it is for want of buyers. The most of the labor 
required for cultivating eotten is furnished by 
the eolored population, and, while they al! would 
luke to own 40 seres and a mule,” gine-tenths 
of them lack the requsiites to acquire enough to 
purchase or to ftün 2 smali plantation by 
themselves. They rely upon the land-owper to 
furnish teams, supplies, seed, and all the sub- 
sistence for the year; and, unless this is done, 
our colored bretbren” are like children. 
Time and again has this been tried, and 
the poor d °y has, afters year or two, been 
obliged to come in and declare that he could not 
keep the land, and he has resumed his “ rent- 
ing again. Nearly all the efforts that have 
been made in this direction have failed,—not 
through any fault ef the land-owner, but owing 
to a want of foresight and thrift in the laborers.

RAILROAD THEORIES. 


The Pelitical Cennection ef Rail- 
reads with the Government—A Lec- 
ture by Charlies Francis Adams, Jr. 

Boston Advertiser, Feb. . 

The twelfth and last lecture of Charles Francis 
Adams, Ir. 's course on Railroads, was deliv- 
ered in the Lowell Institute lagt evening, the 
epecial subject being The Political Connection 
of Railroads with the Government.” He pre- 
faced his levture with a few words in which he 
expressed his surprise and pleasure that so 
many had been iaterested in the course, and 
tuen began by asking what this railroad problem 
is, about which so much has been said. As he 
understood it, it was this: Within the present 


century the increase of knowledge, the discover- 


intricacies of civ- 
ilization, had thiewn the conveniences 
necessary for public life into the 
hands of private individuals and combina- 
tions, and the question was, how to bring them 
into practical subjugation to law. Half the 
States of the Union bad made their statute books 
ridiculous by provisions to prevent the combina- 
tion of competing railroad lines. No reliable 
agency through which to reguiate their opera- 
tions could be found in the dire¢tion of ccmpeti- 
tion. The stronger corporation would in every 
case finally absorb the weaker, or both would 
combine. Competition was therefore the form 
through which consolidation and combination 
worked itself out. In the first place competition 
led to discrimination, pon-competing points 
being obliged to pay the cost incurred m benefit- 
ing those points which enjoyed competition ; it 
did not lead to that equality and average even- 
ness of Petes, but to inequality between the lo- 
calities which were served, Competition was 
simply a phase of evolution. The difference be- 
tween competition which was open to all the 
world and which was between two monopolics 
was wide. How long it would take to perfect a 

tem which would bring all the railroads of 
the country into a combined and well-organized 
monopoly -was not for him to say, but no man 
who stadied the history of the past few years 
could fail to see that such a result was simply a 
question of time. As he locked at the problem 
it became a mere matter of forecasting the fu- 
ture from a etudy of the past. The railroad sys- 
tem had been and was now passing through a 
regular process of evolution. 

aukind possessed but four systems of regu- 
lating railroads. They might be left in the 
hands of corporations, independent of Govern- 
ment control, standing on much the same foot- 
ing as cotton mills or iron factories ; they might 
be subject to the operation of certain laws; 
through which their charges and rates may be 
more or less limited, While remaining in the 
control of private parties they might be subject 
to Government sopervision, and finally they 
might wholly or in part be owned and 
operated by the State. The patural laws of 
supply and demand would not regulate railroads. 
If this matter of transportation was by experi- 
ence found to be one over which it was neces- 
sary or inevitable that the Government should 
exercise a certain degree of control, we should 
recognize it as such, and accept it. If the Gov- 
ernment was obliged to extend its control over 
railcoads to an tent which disturbed the po- 
litical system under which we were bropght up, 
andio which, we believe, it was none the less a 
portion of the inevitable, it was very clear that 
that railroad system which had changed and 
revolutionized the whole world would not turn 
aside simply because it had come to conflict with 
the political institutions of the United States. 
lt was absurd to suppose that a force like this 
which affected and changed the whole natioual 


ies of science, the 


thought and action would leave the political sys- 


tem untouched. We had indications that we 
were overloading the framework of our Gov- 
ernment by continually forcing new functions 
upon it and if it was found essentlal to force upon 
the already overloaded system of our simple re-

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Lecture by J. A. Johnson, Esq. 

The first lecture in the second series of the 
Lakeside course was delivered last evening to a 
large and attentive audience at Farwell Hall, by 
J. A, Johnson, editor of the Santa Barbara 
Press. The subject was “ Southerg California,” 
illustrated with 150 stereopticon views, which 
conveyed to the audience a vivid idea of the per- 
fections and grandeurs which Nature has pro- 
duced in that Italian section of tlie continent; 
and the few well-chosen words of explanation 
completed the delightful impression, which ap- 
proaches most nearly to that which she traveler 
receives, and which the lover of the beautiful is 
impatient to enjoy. 

By way of introduction the lecturer said it 
gave him peculiar pleasure to address a Chicago 
audience, from the fact that ne was born in 
Illinois, and considered himself among the 
pioneers in Chicago. He had lived at Santa

a ride across the Steele Rancho, which is 
owned by two brothers. The ride was sup 
to oecupy all day, and the farm was bought by 
the present owners for a bit (12}¢ cents) per 
acre. The Messrs. Steele are now the great 
dairymen of @alifornia, manufacturing the 
premium butter and cheese for that market. 
Their cheese uct last year was something 
more thaa 100,000 tons, and their butter product 
more than 10,000 tons. On this same farm was 
a barley Geld wnich had yielded four voluntary 
crops ‘at the rate of seventy-five sacks of 100 
: each to the acre. A view of another mis- 
sion was introduced, which has been more suc- 
cessful than the institution just mentioned, not 
one Indian remaining uncivilized. Several 
beautiful views of mountain pasees were in- 
troduced, aud other representations were given 
of views on the Edward Rancho, where 
the tobacco plant is raised successfully, 
where the Australian blue gum tree grows as 4 
hedge to the height of 20 feet in fifteen montis, 
and where almond trees flourish luxuriantly. 
On this same farm are what are called the Ca- 
thedral Oaks, which encirclea space of 1,000 
feet, and form one of the most beautiful arcades 
that can beimagined. Approaching nearer to 
Santa Barbara, the last place of encampment un- 
derneath an oak that cast a shadow of 120 
feet was represented, and then followed views of 
the farm of Col. Hollister, who is to be the next 
Governor ef California. These views represent- 
ed an almond orchard of 6,000 trees, and speci- 
mens of the P ng acacia tree, which is now 
grown for wood.

expenses. Next was presented a view of the 
asphait beds owned by Mr. Thomas W. Moore, 
which were bought fora “bit” an acre, and 
offered material enough to make the pavement 
of all the streets of the country for a long time. 
The next series of views were taken from Sania 
Barbara, and represented a Santa Barbara fog, a 
very light hazy mist, the old Mission, which is 
now used for @ school for boys, by an old Fran- 
ciscan friar, Santa Barbara College. which was 
christened with a divorce suit, a view of State 
street, the Morris House, the Presse office, the 
Occidental Hotel, a sketch of the beach, and 
other places. Perhaps the most interesting view 
of the collection was a representation of the 
large grapevine of Santa Barbara, with the lady 
owner sitting beneath it. The vine is undoubt- 
edly the largest in the world; it is a foot in. 
diameter at the foot, covers a space af about 
120 feet, and produces on an average 5,000 
pounds of grapes annually. The beach which 
bas been mentioned affords a drive of 12 miles, 
has a gradual decline, and 
qualities necessary for seaside p 
connection with an explanation of the climate, 
which ig most favorable to persons unable to 
bear the rigors of Northern temperatures, views 
were introduced of the mineral and hot springs, 
which afford an easy cure for rheumatism, dys- 
pepsia, and kindred complaints. Views were 
also Shown of Ban Bucpeventura, 28 miles down 
the coast from Santa Barbara; of Mr. Chilson's 
aimond orchard, and scenery in the OM Valley, 
and of the Santa Clara Valley, over all of which 
the audience were inclined to linger.

HASSETT. 
THE OLD MAN HANDED OVER TO THE GRAND 
JURY, 

The Hassett case came agair before the South 
Side Police Court yesterday morning, when the 
prisoner and the principal witnesses against him 
and iu his favor were examined. The appear- 
ance of the old man in coart created a profound 
sensation in the audience, which was largely 
composed of residents in that part of the city of 
which the prisover and his family, who were all 
present, are representatives, The interests of 
the prisoner, who looked haggard and pale, were 
looked after by C. L. Woodman, his counsel, the 
prosecution being conducted by Sergts. Fitz- 
patrick and Hood, 

The first witness examined was Dennis (not 
Daniel, as he has hitherto been miscalled) Has- 
sett, whose evidapce was the same as that al- 
ready given by him and published, the cross-ex- 
amination failing to make the witness vary his 
story. . 

The next witnesses were McMahon, the bridge- 
tender at Halsted street, Serzt. Hood, and Mar- 
hall B. Allen, who testified to the finding of the 
remaing of the murdered man, aud ex-Voroner 
Stephens, who testified to holding an inquest on 
the remains and the returning of a verdict of 
death by causes unknown, 

Officer Peter Harmon testified to the fact that 
about the time of the murder a man named Mur- 
ray, a neighbor of his, was missing: he left home 
with $500 in his possession, and had not since 
beeh scen. Murray's wife had viewed the body, 
but failed to identify it as her busband’s. 

The most important testimony educed-was 
that of Sergt. Fitzpatrick, who testified that in 
an examination of the Hassett premises he bad 
found the door of an outhowse which bore marks 
which sported to have been made with a cleaver. 
The marks were certaiuly three years old, and 
were stained indistinctly with blood. The testi- 
mony of Sergt. Fitzpatrick created considerable 
commotion in the Court-room, ahd visibly affect- 
ed the prisoner and his wife. 

Thenext witness was Lawrence Noonan, son- 
in-law of the prisoner, who denied that his wife, 
who is now dead, had received money from her 
father, as had been stated. 

A number of witnesses] were examined to prove 
the character of the prisoner, and a brother of 
bis testified that the door was on the outhouse 
when the family moved into the present prem- 
ises. He also testified that he had Mrs. 
Hassett when drunk say to the prisoner, “ You 
killed that man.” After unimportant evidence 
by the daughter, Nellie Hassett, the prisoner tes- 
tified in his own behalf, reiterating the asser- 
tions of innocence which have been pub- 
lished, and adding that he never had a cleaver 


about the premises. 

The evid of the prisoner closed the case, 
when J Bo after making afew re- 
marks upon the gravity of the charge against 
him, which was increased by the fact that his 
son brought it, said that the case was one re-

OGDEN WHITLOCK’S COMMUNISTS. 
To the Edttor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Coo. March 2.— Mr. Whitlock claims, in his 
letter in to-day’s Tarsuns, that Communism, has 
ascended to a high respectability and power, and 
that concessions will have to be made to it. As 
to’ respectability,” look at the riff-raff that com- 
poso the Communist rabble; men who are 
natural-born loafers, who would not do an 
honest days work in their lives unless they 
were forced to do, so by the sharp 
pangs of banger; and as to power,“ we only 
ask, Whereis it? oh where?” Mr. Whitlock 
defines Communism as meaning au equal and 
general distribution of money and labor. Itis 
easy to by this that he means that men of 
brains and muscle shall share the rewards of said 
brains and muscle with those who have no brains 
and no desire to use their muscles. Which def- 
inition a boy 10 years old would laugh to scorn. 
The real meaning of Communism is: “ No aris- 
tocracy, and the use of capital so that 
it will benefit all classes alike.” Now, 
any wan with common sense can easily 
see that such a theory is impossible 
to put in practice inany enlightened community. 
It might do very well for a backwoods colony 
or a tribe of savages, but not fora large, civil- 
ized population. And we potice one thiug, that 
where the Communist theory is practiced in 
some of our Western colonies, there is a great 
deal of dissatisfaction, and, as the colonies grow 
in importance, the theory is abandoned as not 
being just. As I say, it might do for a colony 
to serve as a mutual protectioa, bat for a place 
of any size it will not do. 

As to the breach between capital and labor 
that Mr. W. speaks of, all I have to say is, that 
the breach will always exist as long aa capital 
buys labor. If Mr. Whitiock knows of any way 
of reversing this order 3 things, and making 
labor buy capital, I should like to hear of it. If 
he has a plan that will work, Karl Klings may as 
well “step down and oat” aod Mr. Whitlock 
“up and im,” and become tbe leader of the 
“bold Commune.” When it comes to pass that 
a man has to sharethe proceeds of his labor, 
Skill. and luck with mea who will not labor, have 
no skill or luck, and will not endeavor to have 
avy, then, and only then, will we expect the 
Angel Gabriel to sound his horn and relieve us 
from our misory and troubie. .

Mr. Whitlock claims working people have no 
time for study and enjoyment. Tanis is alto- 
gether too thin.” Any working person has 
plenty of time to study and enjoy himselt if he 
wishes to. It is a well-known fact that; when a 
workingmaa feels like loafing a day or two, he 
will do so whether it affects his employers’ in- 
terests or not. If bis employers do not like it, 
they can discharge him ; he does not care a cent, 
especially if itis summer. Perhaps Mr. Ogden 
Whitlock can devise a plan which will make this 
all right; if so, let us hear from him. As 
for one man getting rich, and his neighbor 
staying poor, Mr. Whitlock probably knows 
how itis himself.. It ha werked herd and 
saved $1,000, and his neighbor worked hard and 
could not save any money, though he was earo- 
ing the same wages, does it stand to reason and 
would it be fair that Mr. Whitlock, should be 
compelled by the inexorable laws of Comman- 
ism to divide the $1,000 with his neighbor? I 
guess not. If our system of politics breeds 
Communism, then our system breeds death and 
desolation to America.
